TO SLAUGHTER TWELVE SACRED BULLS. 


The Animals Brought for Exhibition in 
Midway Sold to Nelson Morris. 

Twelve sacred bulls from the Bermudas 
were sold at the Stock-Yards yesterday. They 
brought no more than the ordinary bull of 
commerce, and they will be reduced to hash 
in the due course of events. These 
sacred bulls differ from ordinary cattle in 
having a hump of large proportions upon 
their shoulders. Their coats are sleeker than 
that of ordinary cattle and their heads are 
more delicately shaped. Those sold yester- 
day were beautifully marked and had daintily 
curved and almost translucent horns of 
medium size. 

These sacred bulls are an object of worship 
in the Bermudas. The natives have a legend 
to the effect that many years ago there was 
a great flood. The waters rose so rapidly 
that all the people were drowned. Bola, the 
King of the people from whom these 
people are descended, the wisest and 
most benevolent ruler that hag ever lived on 
this earth, in looking about for some means to 
escape saw a bull staring appéalingly at him.

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STONE IS IN TROUBLE. 


JUDGMENT NOTES FOR OVER $170,- 
000 ENTERED AGAINST HIM, 


— 


The West Side Real Estate Man Is Aston- 
ished by the Action Taken Last Night 
by Three of His CreditorseHe Says It 
Is a Case of Personal Spite and That He 
Can Pay Three Times the Amount of 
All His Debts. 


Judgment notes for over $170,000, given 
by A. J. Stone, were entered up in the Su- 
perior Court at 7 o’clock last evening by 
Albert M. Billings, the Home Savings Bank, 
and the Home National Bank. Mr. Stone, who is 
the son-in-law of A. J. Snell, the murdered 
West Side millionaire, and who is a large real 
estate dealer, said last night that the action of 
these three creditors was a thunderbolt to 
him. He had been assured, he declared, that 
the paper would not be presented for payment 
so long as the interest was kept up, and he 
added that he was to arrange for an interest 
payment today. It was a case of personal 
spite, he believed. 

The plaintiffs’ attorneys tell a different 
story. No payments of interest, they say, 
have been made for months, and the request 
that securities bo deposited to protect the 
notes has not been regarded. They: held off 
until they were convinced nothing was to be 
gained by waiting longer. Mr. Stone says he“ 
has not failea and is able to pay all his debts 
three times over. 

Winston & Meagher are attorneys for tho 
plaintiffs. They filea the three suits against 
Mr. Stone in Judge Clifford’s court. The 
plaintiffs and the amounts claimed are: Al 
bert M. Billings, $121,210; the Home Sav- 
ings Bank, $25,787, and the Home 
National Bank, $25,549; in all 6172, 
547. The notes on which payment 
was defaulted were signed also by Mary 8. 
Stone. They were made on various dates, 
ranging from 1889 to 1892. The money was 
borrowed by Mr. Stone, he says, for the pur- 


pose of erecting the building at the intersec. | 


tion of Madison street and Ogdenavenue. No 

trust deed or other security was taken for the 

loan, Mr. Stone says, nor was it required, 
Mr. Stone Is Amazed, 

Jam utterly amazed that the notes have 
been entered up, said he last night. The 
stringency of the times has affected me like 
every other business-man and it has been dif. 
ficult to get money. 1 have seen Mr. Billings 
frequently and talked about the mat- 
ter. He always told me to pay 
the interest and everything would 
be all right. The understanding indeed when 
the notes were executed was that they should 
run as long as interest was paid regularly, I 
have offered Mr. Billings several times more 
than enough property to satisfy the paper.“

His Fine Triangular Building. 


The building for the erection of which Mr. 
Stone says the money was borrowed is one of 
the finest. on the West Side. It occupies the 
triangular plot of ground bounded by Madi- 
son street, Ashland boulevard, and Ogden 
avenue. The building is known as the Chica- 
go View. The upper portion is fitted up in 
fine apartments. ‘The first floor is equipped 
fora bank, and there are safety deposit vaults 
in the building. Mr. Stone says he expected 
the bank floor to be occupied by the Home 
National Bank and that negotiations to that 
end were begun with Mr. Billings, but the 
lease was not made. , 

Before the opening of the World’s Fair Mr. 
Stone was engaged in placing a subdivision 
on the market. The property is located in 
Jefferson. As a stimulus to ite sale he pro- 


‘ posed to give buyers a week’s free board and 


lodging at the Chicago View Hotel during the 
World’s Fair season. The proposal was after- 
wards withdrawn. Mr. Stone says the prop- 
erty cost $225,000 and is worth today $300,- 
000. When it was properly rented, he 
said, it would pay annually $50,000. This 
was not all the property he had, he said. 
„Will the confession of judgment force 
you to make an assignment?” he was asked. 

„% Emphatically, no. I owe but little out- 
side of these claims and can pay all my debts 
three times over if I am allowed time.” 

Henry M. Blake, No. 229 Forty-second 
place, is cashier of the Home National Bank. 
His wife said last night that he was in New 
York. No information regarding the Stone 
transaction could be gained from the bank 
officials. 

Albert M. Billings, in whose favor one of 
the confessions was made and who lives at 
No. 504 West Lake street, refused to be seen 
last evening. It was said he had been ill sev- 


eral weeks.

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 4.— [Special. Inis 
is a critical time for Democratic tariff policy. 
Leading Democrats this afternoon admitted 
that the Wilson bill was in more danger than 
they had supposed, and even Chairman Wil- 
son is impressed with the situation. ‘The 
caucus tomorrow night may be able to find a 
way out, yet the only plans seem to be the 
forcing through ‘of the measure unchanged 
as to all its objectionable features or 
the complete recasting of it. If all 
the Democrats who were against a 
sugar bounty are combined with all who 
are against the income tax, free wool, 
free coal, free iron ore, and the heavy cuts 
made in the various schedules they will be 
able to destroy the bill, From the party 
standpoint the trouble would then only begin, 
for they would have to go in and either in- 
dorse the McKinley measure as it stands or 
put together a McKinley bill of their own. 
The hope of the framers of the measure is 
that when the Democrate get to conferring 
they will see the necessity of standing by it 
just as the committee has framed it. 

Chairman Wilson and his associates who 
are in sympathy with the administration 
would naturally be glad to see the caucus 
‘substitute a sugar tax for the income tax, but 
they have little hopes that this can be done. 
The alignment is largely sectional, the South 
and Southwest being nearly solid for the in- 
come tux as against the East and the North. 
A potent argutnent with these Southern mem- 
bers is that the income tax will not hurt their 
districts, but will strike chiefly the Republic- 
an districts in the North. Bourse Cockran 
and other Northern Democrats know that this 
is not true, but they argue to hearers who are 
deaf, Speaker Crisp and Gen. Catchings, his 
lieutenant on the Committee on Rules, both 
favor the income tax. 

Republicans Will Not Help the Majority.

HIGHEST RECORD OF GOLD EXPORT. 


Statistics of the Year’s Commerce Show 
Sales of European Moldings, 

Wasuineton. D. C., Jan. 4.—The annual 
report of the Chief of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, Worthington C. Ford, which has just 
been issued, comprises statistics of the for- 
@ign commerce of the United States for the 
year ended June 30, 1893, and discusses at 
considerable length the causes of the gold 
movement, The report says: 

The noticeable features of these figures are: 
The values of imports of merchandise attained 
the highest mark in the commercial history of 
the country ; the exports of gold reached a higher 
figure than ever befure attained in a single year 
since the foundation of the government. in 1864 
the exports of gold reach 2 n $100,661,- 
634, and this has high-water 
mark of gold exports unti the last year. In 1893 
the net 1 rege of gold were less than the net ex- 
ports of 1864, being $87,506,463, as compared 
with $89,484,865 in 1864. Theexports of 1864 
were due toa pressure resulting from years of 
war and consequent derangement of commerce 
and industry, and to a general displacement of 
gold and silver from cireulation by issues of bank 
and government paper. 

An outward movement of gold of nearly the 
same amount, occurring in a time uf peace and 
apparently in defiance of commercial laws, will 
make the year 1893 notable for this single item 
in its financial and commercial experience. It is 
trae the country in 1898 was better able to lose 
$87,500,000 in gold than it was in 1864, An im- 
port and export trade 2 51,714,066.

* . —— of circumstances combine to make 
the trade of the year 1893 an interesting study 
in the general laws governing 1 com- 
merce. The previous two years were noteworthy 
through the enormous grain crop a cotton 
crop gathered in 1891 in the United 
a partial failure of 
European countries, thus 
country a natural over Euro- 
pean markets. were largely 
increased and imports favored, with a, result that 
the export trade figures for 1892 were larger 
than have @ver before been attained in the com- 
mercial experience of the country. 

The influence of such an exceptional year was 
not confined to the twelve months of that year 
and made itself felt in the sueceeding year, but 
with constantly decreasing effect. 

The report then discusses the causes of the 
outward movement of gold, and says: 

With the exception of the two months named it 
is an almost unbroken record from Jan. 1, 1892, 
until July, 1893, when there was a turn in the 
other direction. The sales or purchases of Amer- 
ican securities by foreigners, the investment or 
withdrawal of foreign capital from undertakings 
in the United States, the money transferred in 
payment of interest and dividends, and remit- 
tances to Americans abroad--no one of these 
factors is a subject of official record. That for- 
eign capital is required for the development of 
our resources is shown by the heavy investments 
known to have been made in almost every kind 
of security and adventure, and these investments 
were increasing yéarly. 

The decrease shown in 1892 is an expression 
of what has been the — bolief of those in a 
position to be well informed, and was continued, 
even aggravated, in 1898. This points to the 
withdrawal of large sums of foreign capital in- 
vested in this country. It is outside of. my prov-' 
ince to determine to what cause this withdrawal 
of capital was due, whether to distrust on 
the part of investors or to some ab- 
normal conditions of the stock 
market, favoring speculation or offering higher 
— in other and new directions, However. I 

ave sought to obtain from leading bankers who 
buy and sell American securities oh foreign ac- 
count some figures which may illustrate, even if 
they may not measure this movemént. By their 
courtesy lam able to make the following esti- 
mate, intended to show the direction of the sales 
and purchases since January, 1893: 

It is estimated that between $75,000,000 and 
$100,000,000 in shares of different descriptions 
have been sold on foreign account in the United 
e beginni of August. 
To this sum must be added from $15,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 in various kinds ot bends, chiefly 
e bonds, that have been sold on European 
orders, coming from England, Germany, Holland, 
and Belgium 

I think it is a safe estimate to — extent 
of the entire inward movement from June, 1892, 
to June, 1893, at upwards of $200,000,000, as 
there is every evidence that the movement was 
continuous for the twelve months of the fisca) 
year. 

Against this return of American securities must 
be set the amounts 1 on foreigu account, 
whether for speculation or for actual invest“ 
ments. I should placethe purchases for the en- 
tire year at between $90,000,000 and $100, 000,- 
000, as the purchases must have n larger in 
the last six months of 1892 than in the first six 
months of 1893. Thus the balance of this move- 
ment was upwards of $100,000,000 on the side 
of imports of American securities.

Democrats 
concede that the result is due to the dissatis- 
faction over the silver policy of the adminis- 
tration and the prevailing hard times, both of 
which were made the most of by the Repub- 
licans. Most of the Democratic vote was 
made up of Mormons and most of the Repub- 
licans of non-Mormons.

The ground floor of the building is occupied 
by Adams, Smith & Co. as a wholesale liquor 
store; the second floor by J. Rothmariasa bil!.

printers of cigar labels; and the fifth and 
sixth floors by R. Ringer & Co., book binders, 
who employ two dozen girls.

Every One Is Looking for Lower Prices 
Demand May Be Better. 
Prrrssure, Pa., Jan. 4.—In reviewing the 
iron trade of the week and the outlook, the 
American Manufacturer will say tomorrow: 
Our reports this week show that there are nu- 


* are 
Nowhere is there any large 
amount of new business in sight. What most 
concerns the iron and steel maker today is the 
probable course of trade for 1894. No worse 
time could be chosen for indulging in predictions 
or for pretensions to opinions of special value on 
this point. Much, or at any rate some, of the 
present depression is self-inflicted. 

There are two phases which the trade of 1894 
will take: First. there will be a gradual im- 
provement within ceréain limits, upon 
actual and pressing necessities; the second and 
more uncertain phase is a general and 
rapid expansion of demand, based upon 
the. sudden and . well-grounded restora- 
tion of confidence. growi out of 
a satisfactory termination of tariff legislation. 
It is only necessary to consider what would be 
done if unsettling influences were removed to 
understand the probable extent of this revival. 
The railroad interests alone would be, within 
ninety days, purchasers for equipment material 
and supplies in immense quantities. There are 
enterprises by the hundreds which would be 
pushed at once, involving the expenditure of 
many millions. 

In nearly all lines of trade the year. starts in 
extremely gloomy, as reductions in prices are 
evident on all sides. It seems that the opinion 
that lower prices are inevitable has become gen- 
eral and holders are letting go at the first op 
tunify. In raw iron buyers are fewer and show 
less disposition to stock up. In fact numerous. 
orders are now — canceled by consumers who 
believe that they will yet be given lower prices. 
Furnaces continue to hold up production and by 
cutting rates add to present difficulties.

THE NORTHWESTERN ELEVATED ROAD. 

Mayor Hopkins’ veto message of the North- 
western Elevated ordinance was indorsed by 
the Council, and the excellent amendments 
suggested by him were adopted. Some of 
them are designed to insure the early comple- 
tion of that part of the road which will fur- 
nish rapid transit to the residents of Lake 
View. Asoneof the great arguments made 
in behalf of the ordinance was that it would 
accommodate them, no one can find fault with 


measures taken to see that the Lake View 


people get what has been promised them. 
The most important amendment, however, 


for greater compensation to the city. For the 
first ten years, during which the road will 
earn comparatively little, it will pay only the 
license fee of $50 a car. During the second 
ten years it will pay in addition 1 per cent of 
its gross receipts, during the third decade 2 
per cént, and during the fourth and fifth 3 
per cent. By 1920 the population of the ter- 
ritory which will be traversed by this road 
will be so great and the amount of travel so 
enormeus that such a tax will be a mere trifle 
as far as the company is concerned, but it 
will mean a great deal to the City Treasury. 
This percentage will come out of the sur- 
plus earnings of the company and will not be 
an additional charge upon the people. The 
former will not be able to charge more than 
the regular 5-cent tare and there will be suf- 
ficient competition with surface and other ele- 
vated roads to force it to run enough cars 
and to make good time. As the city will bea 


| sharer in the profits of the road its owners 


ers sary in a . will not make those enormous profits which 


have been made by those who have had the 
contro] of the street car lines of Chicago. 
There is no reason why the persons interested 
in the Northwestern Elevated should reap 
those excessive gains. They are intending to 
go into a safe, nota hazardous business. E 
they accept the city’s terms they are sure of a 
greater return on capital invested than if they 
put it into manufacturing or merchandising. 
The percentage is calculated properly on 
gross instead of net profits, because there can 
be no dispute or deception about the former 
while there may be about the latter. 

If the promoters of the Northwestern Ele- 
vated will not accept the ordinance because of 
the new compensation clause so much the 
worse for them. There are others who will. 
Sucha grant of profitable franchises as is 
made by this ordinance will not go a-begging, 
even though whoever takes it has to pay a 
trifle to the city. So the people of Lake View 
need not be worried. If the Northwestern 
Elevated drops out another company will 
come forward. Under no circumstances must 
the Mayor and the Council recede from the 
position they have taken that those who ask 
for privileges must pay something for them. 
The precedents are all the other way, it is 
true, but it is time to abandon the vicious 
policy of the past.

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THE HAWAIIAN INVESTIGATION. 

It is evident that the President will not be 
relieved from the Hawaiian matter as easily 
as he expects though all the cuckoos of the 
House come out of their little clocks and echo 
the time of day at the White House. The 
Senate is going to the bottom of the business 
and is determined to ascertain all the ins and 
outs of the Cleveland-Gresham-Blount con- 
spiracy to topple over a government to which 
it publicly and flamboyantly sent messages 
of amity and good will and reinstate dissolute 
royalty upon its throne. The ex parte inves- 
‘tigation of Paramount Blount was show. 
clearly in the testimony of Prof. William D. 
Alexander, Surveyor-General of the islands, 
and born there. It matters nothing whether 
Prof, Alexander bea friend of the Dole gov- 
ernment or not. He was testifying to facts 
and to his personal grievances as a witness. 
Having been called as a witness by Blount it 
was due to him that his evidence should have 
been reported accurately and completely, 
however it might bear. In place of that it 
appears that Blount doctored the testimony 
and deliberately suppressed positive evidence 
that the marines of the Boston were not used 
in the overthrow of the Queen’s government, 
Verified statements prepared by him also 
were expunged, and his testimony, as it ap- 
pears in Biount’s report, is not the testimony 
as he gave it. 

This tampering with a witness’ testimony is 
not only a gross injustice tothe witness him- 
self but confirms the ex parte character of 
Blount's report. It goes to show its worth- 
lessness and it helps to make it clear why 
Cleveland and Gresham found themselves in 
a disgraceful muddle when they sent instruc- 
tions to Minister Willis to carry out their 
policy. It explains why Mr. Willis also found 
that he would be ina ridiculous plight if he 
attempted to carry out the instructions. 
Blount had sought to make a case which 
would fit the policy, but in so doing had sup- 
pressed vital facts and given only one side. 
When the time came it failed and it left all 
concerned floundering in the most shameful 
and stupid diplomatic blunder that ever has 
characterized the State Department. 

In view of the discreditmg of Blount's re- 
port the resolution offered by Senator Frye, 
himself a member of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, declaring it to be the sense 
of the Senate that pending such investigation 
the United States Government should not in- 
terfere, either by moral influence or physical 
force, for the restoration of the Queen or the 
maintenance of the provisional government, 
and that the naval forces at the islands should 
be used for the protection of the lives and 


and proper. The Senate cannot do less than 
assert its dignity however loudly the House 
cuckoos may sing. The Senate principally is 
concerned in this matter. Its prerogatives have 
been violated and it has the right to demand 
that all further proceedings shall be staid 

until it has the opportunity to investigate and 
ascertain just how matters stand. That inves- 
tigation should be searching. It should be 
determined to what extent the President has 
exceeded his authority and how far he has set 
aside the Constitution and the law in his effort 
to smirch the administration of his predeces- 
sor. It should be ascertained why such se- 

crecy was maintained, why a Commissioner 
was allowed to usurp diplomatic and military 
functions without the advice and consent of 
the Senate, why the instructions to that Com- 
missioner were not made public for seven 
months, and why there was no publicity until. 
the conspiracy was baffled and it was impossi- 
ble to conceal it longer. Such an investiga- 
tion will bear out the declaration by the mi- 
nority of the House committee that the action 
of the administration is a dangerous and un- 
warranted invasion of the rights and dignities 
of the Congress of the United States and a 
violation of the law of nations.“ It has been 
given out that the President is willing to drop

It is 
not a question whether he is willing to drop 
it. The real question is whether the Hawaiian 
fiasco can afford to drop him.

LEGALITY OF BOYCOTTS. 

It was stated in a dispatch from Philadel- 
phia printed in Wednesday’s Trrsuys that 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania had de- 
cided . boycotts are legal. An examination 
of the full text of the decision shows that the 


statement it the dispatch was rather too broad. 


Nearly tee years ago the Piftsburg car- 
penters, masons, and bricklayers struck for 
eight hours’ work with nine hours’ pay. Most 
of the.employers refused to yield to the de- 
mand, but some did. The Planing Mill As. 
sociation and Builders’ Exchange were two 
organizations made up of contractors, build- 
ers, and furnishers of building. materials of 
all kinds. Seyen persons not members of 
either association sold building materials to 
contractors who were employing men on the 
terms the associations had refused to con- 
cede. Therefore, the associations declared a 
boycott against them, refused to sell them 
any materials, and tried to hinder their get- 
ting them elsewhere by urging dealers in 
other cities not to supply them. 

One of these ¢ontractors sued the men who 
had boycotted him, alleging that they had 
conspired to injure his business. He got a 
verdict in the lower court, which has been 
set aside on appeal. The Supreme Court says 
the common law has been so far changed by 
Pennsylvania statutes as to give workingmen 
the right to strike and use persuasion and 
reason but not force in preventing others 
from working. Any member of either associ- 
ation had a right to refuse to sell material 
to any one who had conceded that eight-hour 
day which he himself had refused to concede. 
He had also a right to dissuade others from 
selling. The question was, Did those acts be- 
come unlawful when done by a number of ir- 
dividuals acting collectively? If so, then 
there would be one law for the workmen and 
another for the employers. — 

The court holds that those acts are not un- 
lawful. It says that the theory of the com- 
mon law was that wages were fixed by supply 
and demand and the market value of the ar- 
ticle produced. Henceit was that combina- 
tions for the purpose of raising wages were re- 
garded as unlawful. The Legislature was 
asked by the workingmen themselves to re- 
lieve them trom the common law prohibitions 


‘against combinations to raise the price jof la- 
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bor. The Legislature 80. 
Therefore there was nothing unlawful in the 
action of the Pittsburg strikers in combining 
and endeavoring to establish their wages at a 
higher point, which seemed to them to be the 
right one. How was it With the employers? 
They combined not te interfere with the 
price of labor according to the common law 
standard, but to defend themselves against a 
demand made altogether regardless of the 
facts as regulated by the supply and demand. 
However unchanged may be the law as to 
combinations of employets to interfere with 
wages where such combinations take the ini- 
tiative they certainly do not depress a market 
when they combine to resist a combination to 
artificially advance prices.“ The court says 
in conclusion: 


We hold that this combination was not unlaw- | 


ful, because: First, it was sot made to lower 
the price of wages as regulated by supply and de- 
mand, but to resist an artificial price made by a 
combination, which by statute was not unlawful ; 
and, second, the methods adopted to further the 
objects of the combination were not unlawful. 


It will be seen that while it has been as- 
sumed that this decision was in favor of the 
workingman it is really im favor of his 
employer, holding as it does that the statutes 
which exempted the former from the opera- 
tion of the common law exempt the latter 
also, and that he can meet combination with 
combination and can use boycotting methods, 
not for offensive purposes, but to resist an 
attack. 

It is not likely that the Supreme Court of 
Illinois would make such a decigion. Were it 
to do.so the members of the trades unions of 
this city would be quick to see that it was not 
in their interest and would condemn it.

As Outlined by the Attorney for the Prose- 
cution She Will Corroborate the Testi- 
mony of Mrs. Foy and Give Additional 
Evidence Against the Defendant - A 


Trunk Strap, Supposed to Have Been 
Around the Mysterious Trunk Contain- 
ing Dr. Cronin’s Body, In Foupd, 

The State promises to develop another 
sensation in the Coughlin trial today. It will 
place upon the stand Mrs. Susie Horton, who 
lives at No. 22 Woodside avenue in Lake 
View. She lived there in May, 1889. Her 
main testimony is expected to be that on the 
evening of May 12 she saw Coughlin and Foy 
outside the Carlson cottage. He story, as 
given out by the State, is sensational nough, 
but her actual testimony is expec to be 
even stronger than Mrs. Foy’s. Her story, 
as told to the State, is to the following effect: 

On the evening of May 12, 1889, shé saw 
two men talking near the Carlson cottage. 
One was Coughlin, the other was Andrew 
Foy. She is the more positive of the identity 
of the men, as both of them, she says, were 
in her house that afternoon. Why the men 
were there, whether they conversed, and 
what was said has not been given out by the 
State even if itis known, According to the 
theory of the State May 12 was the date on 
which the floor of the Carlson cottage was 
painted and it is rumored that Mrs. Horton 
hag said Foy carried a paint-pot the evening 
she saw him with Coughlin. 

If Mrs. Horton reiterates these statements 
on the witness stand she will corroborate much 
of the testimony of Mrs. Foy. She testified 
that on the evening of May 12. her husband 
was not home at the usual time. She was 
anxigus about him, fearing he had been ar- 
rested. While she worried Joe McKenna 
called and asked for Dan Coughlin. Dan was 
not there and he asked for Foy. Mrs. Foy 
told McKenna, “ You ought to know where he 
is.”’ 

„Well, I know where he might be,“ Mo- 
Kenna is said to have answered. He and 1 
were to do a certain thing tonight and I 
wanted to find out if he had gone there.“ 

Afterwards, Mrs. Foy says, her husband 
told her he and another man painted the cot- 
tage floor May 12. 

Finding the Trunk Strap. 

A new sensation was sprung yesterday when 
a strap believed to be the one put around the 
trunk containing Cronin’s body was found in 
Adam Doerr’s shoe shop at No. 142 North 
Ciark street. It has been claimed that astrap 
was purchased with the mysterious trunk, and 
that since the murder its whereabouts has 
been a mystery to the detectives. They have 


| hunted for it without result. Through some 


remarks made by members of Mr. Doerr’s 
family the State’s-Attorney learned that a 
- answering the description of one sold by 

Hatfield of A. H. Revell’s furniture 
hee Feb. 19, 1889, and left at the shoe- 
maker's shop to be repaired at the time of 
the tragedy was still in his possession. It was 
found there yesterday and secured, probably 
for the purpose of being introduced as evi- 
dence in the trial. So far as Mr. . Doerr’s 
knowledge of the strap goes, a man brought 
it to his shop one morning in the summer of 
1889 while he wasieating his breakfast, and 
left it with a clerk to be repaired. 

“The buckle,“ said Mr. Doerr, had been 
cut off. The man gave orders to have it 

sewed on, and said he would call again dur- 
ing the day for it. I did not see the man, and 
the clerk who workéd for me then is not here. 
The man did not come back, and the strap 
has been hanging in the shop ever since.”’ 

Mra. rr said: ** We never knew whom it 
belonged to. It hung here so long that we 
got to joking about it. and one of the girls 
made the remark that a it belonged 
to the mysterious Cronin trunk 

2 taken to Revell's store and 
shown to pe 4 5 -who, after a careful 
examination, said it looked much like one he 
had made by Lanz & Owen for J. B. Simonds 
in February, 1889, The 19th day of that 
month.“ continued Mr. Hatfield, this man 
Simonds cume into our store at the corner 
of Randolpa street and Fifth avenue and 
gave an order to me for a sult of cheap bed- 
room furniture and a No. 2 40-inch trunk. 
The next day he came back with the strap that 
was on the trunk and wanted to exchange it 
tor a heavier one. As we had no heavier ones 
I agreed to get such a strap as he wanted 
made for him and gave the order to Lang & 
Owen. The strap they’ furnished was extra 
heavy, made of thick tan leather, was nearly 
two inches wide and about six feet long. The 
strap shown me today, that was found in 
Doerr’s shoe shop, looks very much like it, 
except that IT could see the buckle had either 
been torr or cut off and sewed on again.“ 


Agnes McNerney’s Testimony. 


The first witness yesterday morning was the 
court reporter, Joseph H. Dundas, who took 
the testimony of Agnes McNerney on the 
former trial of this case, but who died in 
August, 1890. Under the rule her testimony 
as it appeared in the shorthand notes of the 
reporter was received with the same force 
and effect as though the witness were alive 
and testifying at this time. 

The witness testified that she and her sister 
called at the office of Dr. Cronis in the Wind- 
sor Theater Building at 7:15 o’clock May 4, 
1889. Shethen related the same story as 
wat told Wednesday by her sister. 

The croes-examination elicited nothing in 
addition to what the witness testified to on 
the direct. She said that when the doctor left 
the office that night with the mysterious 
driver the doctor worea black cutaway coat 
and a light overcoat. 

Paul Hoerfig, who was desk sergeant at 
the East Chicago Avenue Station and a fel- 
low-officer with the defendant, Dan Coughlin, 
at that station in 1889, was called by the 
State and testified that he had known the de- 
fendant, Dan Coughlin, since 1885.

SHORTENING THE MISSOURL PACIFIC, 


Gould Lines Will Swallow Another Kan- 
sas Line. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Jan. 4.—[Special.]—The 
sale of the Kansas City, Wyandotte, and 
Northwestern railway is set for tomorrow 
morning at 11 o’clock in Kansas City, Kas., 
by Master in Chancery Hiram P. Dillon of 
Topeka. It is said there is no doubt but 
that the road will be purchased by the Kansas 
City and Northwestern company, which was 
chartered under the Kansas laws last week, 
and that it will be operated in the future as a 
Gould line and in connection with the Mis- 
souri Pacific.
